(ii) m clause (c), for the words ‘fifteen 
thousand” and “seven thousand five 
hundred” the words “twenty five thou¬ 
sand” and “twelve thousand five hund¬ 
red” shall, respectively be substituted.

EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM TO THE 
LEADERS OF OPPOSITION IN PARLIAMENT 
(ALLOWANCES, MEDICAL AND OTHER 
FACILITIES) AMENDMENT RULES, 1992 

The two Leaders of Opposition in Parliament arc 
being provided, in their capacity as Members of 
Parliament, a telephone at their usual place of resi¬ 
dence in their constituency or at a place selected by 
(hem within <he State which they n-present or within 
the State in which they reside, on which charges 
for local calls up to 15,000 per an^ium arc being 
borne by the Government. 

In the case of Members of Parliament, the num¬ 
ber of free local calls admissible on such telephone 
has been increased with effect from 1-1-92 from 
15.000 to 35 000 per ajinum. In ‘dc.v of the same 
it has been decided to increase the number of free 
local calk admissible to the Leaders of Opposition 
from 15,000 to 25,000 per annum As the amend¬ 
ments sock to increase the quantum of (lie facility, 
nobody is likely to be adversely affecred by giving 
these amendments retrospective effect. 
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
